In Robbery Attempt Is 


Victim Of Crank Letter 


By JOHN B. COMBS 


There's a whole lot of 
people in Columbus who 
are too mentally deranged 
to be on the loose. For the 
most part, their madness is 
manifested in various cruel 
ways, with the black com- 
munity often as the target. 

Perhaps, Mrs. Diana 
Groce would never have 
encountered such a person 
as cited above had she not 
been in mourning over the 
death of her 13 year old son 
who was killed in an 
alleged attempted robbery. 

Last week shortly after 
Robert Groce, the young 
victim was eulogized in a 
touching final rites, Mrs. 
Groce received an unsign- 
ed letter at her home, 1080 
Chittenden Ave. The letter 
brought a condolence as 
only a person of the very 
lowest creed. could con- 
ceive. Here's the cruel mes- 


sage that the letter 
brought: 

“When yous niggers live 
by the gun, you.dies by the 
gun. It just one mo mf 
(spelled out) that wont be 
around to rob, rape, 
murder and mug then hol- 
low police brutality.” 

The letter was attached 
to a Columbus Dispatch 
story reporting that a 13 
year old had been shot to 
death in an alleged attempt 
to rob the Adult Theatre at 
1320 S. High St. 

Mrs. Groce's hurt and 
bereavement was so inten- 
sified by the vicious letter 
that she gave it to Rev. 
Robert J. Lewis, a family 
friend, who shared it with 
The CALL & POST. He said 
since. the letter was 
unsigned, he was unde- 
cided whether to take it to 
Postal Inspectors or the 
FBI. 

In the mon tiie, 
Dominic Suriano, the thea- 
tre manager who shot 


Robert Groce, has phoned 
Mrs. Groce several times 
expressing his deepest 
sympathy and offering to 
do whatever he could to 
help her. He told Mrs. groce 
and other members of the 
family that he never would 
have shot her son if he hac 
known he was only a child, 

Rev. Lewis said. 

Robert, according Lo 
police, was driven to the 
theatre by his 36 year old 
uncie, Albert Miller, 1173 
E. 24th Ave. They were 
accompanied by Ronald 
Groce, Robert's 15 year old 
brother. 

Robert, armed with a .357 
Magnum revolver, entered 
the theatre and was 
attempting to rob the cash- 
ier when S uriano ap- 
proached the ticket office. 
He was unaware of what 
was going on, opened the 
door onto the scene. 
Robert allegedly whirled 
around and aimed the gun

resident participation. Bus- 
inessmen have been soli- 
cited to form an associa- 
tion that relates to the 
problems and solutions of 
the local economy. 


Additionally. requests 
have been made to the City 
of Columbus to upgrade 
the zoning of Cleveland 
Ave. between Eleventh 
Ave. and Hydson Ave.

In other comparisions 
between South Linden and 
the county, 75 percent of 
the structures were single 
family units, compared to 
66.1 percent of the county. 
The distribution of occupa- 


tions revealed a strong 
trend towards craftsmen, 
operatives, and household, 
farm and service workers, 
which comprised 64.5 per- 
cent of the employed popu- 
lation. On a countywide 
basis, only 43 percent of 
the employed population 
held such positions. 
When Lumpkins and 
others recognized the dis- 
parity and lack of attention 
for the area, they were able

How to develop within the 
structure of black political power, 
a network of loyalty remains, the 
unfinished business of our civil 
rights movement. 

We can vote and, with our votes 
determine the future course of 
Cleveland, indeed of the nation. 
Our voting patterns, however, 
have not yet begun to reflect one 
collective mind which has con- 
ceived a plan of action for achiev- 
ing specific goals. As a people, we 
lack direction because we have 
no purpose other than survival. 

For example, we have allowed 
the Democratic Party to capture 
our vote for more than forty years. 
Meanwhile, our economic and 
social condition relative to whites 


has continued to deteriorate. 


Why. Because we engage in sen- 
timental politics. We remain stuck 
on personalities, charismatic 
figures. 

Perhaps it is not altogether 
accurate then to say black people 
lack loyalty. Better to say: We are 
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loyal to the wrongs which we 
suffer, are loyal to everyone-- 
except to ourselves. Only black 
people themselves can change 
this bad habit. 

To talk about group loyalty in 
this day is to be reminded of just 
how far we still have to go. But we 
cannot, no matter how hard we 


try, avoid this journey toward . 


group solidarity and mutual 
respect. : 
We must begin with self- 
respect which expresses itself ina 
concern for our friends and for a 
family, which is the greatest 
friend, The-true political test-is 
whether a given process, policy, 
or institution guides and pro- 
tects the integrity of family life. 


True discipline to what is 


necessary in life begins in the 
family. Unless we are willing to 
discipline ourselves to the reality 
of group interests, which are fam- 
ily interests, we will lack loyalty 
and will thus become the play- 
things of racism and ignorance.

We are not surprised to find 
former Mayor Carl Stokes finally 
declaring the public nature of his 
private involvement with, Mayor 
Dennis J. Kucinich.

The Columbus Fraternal Order of Police 
(FOP which generally projects a strong 
right-wing image, seems to have come up 
with an awful feeble excuse in calling for an 
investigation of a black State representative. 

In a letter to the Ohio House of Repre- 
sentatives last week, the FOP asked for an 
investigation of Rep. Les Brown, (D- 
Columbus) becatse-he appeared as a 
character witness for a defendant in the 
U.S. District Court in Roanoke, Va. 

Ronaid Beauford, the defendant, had 
pleaded guilty to charges of perjury and 
passing counterfeit money and was sent- 
enced to six months in jail and placed ona 
six month probation. 

Officer Charles. Stevens, recording 
secretary for FOP (Columbus chapter), 
said a Roanoke newspaper reported that 
Brown testified that Beauford has helped 
him in several civic activities and he had a 
good influence on young people. 

Brown, in defense of his action, said he 
has been working with ex-offenders and 

using them to discourage youths from 
leading a life of crime. He characterized 
Beauford as one who can identify with 


Of Civil Rights 


There's one thing opponents of civil rights 
and some supporters of civil rights agree on. 
Both say there has been significant progress 
made by blacks in the past two decades, and 
that less emphasis shouldbe placed on the 
plight of the poorest of the black community. 

They come at this conclusion from different 
directions, of course. Traditional opponents 
of civil rights movement refuse to accept the 
need for more action to end poverty and dis- 
crimination, just as they opposed earlier 
efforts. 

But some in the civil rights movement make 

an argument that goes roughly tike this: 
‘ “The Great Society programs of the sixties 
got many people out of poverty. Yes, new pro- 
grams are needed and old ones need to be 
strengthened in order to complete the job. But 
stressing the terrible plight of the poorest 
leads to a defeatist attitude. People will say 
that if so many are still so poor, then govern- 
ment programs don't work and we shouldn't 
start new ones.” 

1 don't buy that argument at all. 

If we concentrate on the real progress some 
of us have made, we will destroy the possibility 
of progress for the many more people who did

The fire 
destroyed $15,000 worth of 
equipment placed in the 
ceramics room this past 
summer, according to 
Makinde.

Abayomi said the success that he and his wife have had 
with their children can be common for more black fami- 
lies.

He said they are organizing workshops as the first step. 
“We don't teach the children at the workshops, but we talk 
to the parents and try to provide them_with the same 
principals to work with the children.” 

Abayomi said he knows of no better preparation for 
formal learning in schools than to prepare children to 
read, write and practice arithmetic at very early age. It’s 
children’s right, he said, and parents responsibility.

Kotelly, are coordinating 
the probe, the Post 
reported. 

Possible crimes being 
investigated include con- 
spiracy to defraud the Uni- 
ted States, mail fraud, faise 
statements to HUD and 
obstructing justice.
